A Farm Tribune survey made 
this week of Porterville’s farm im- 
plement houses indicates that 
parts and equipment, on the whole 
are still available in adequate 
quantities.

Perhaps the general public is 
not aware of the daily program as 
carried out by the special health 
committee of the local American 
Association of University Women 
for handicapped children in Por- 
terville; not only throughout the 
school year, but during the sum- 
mer months. Once undertaken, 
the work cannot be discontinued, 
for these children must have con- 
stant therapy or the progress made 
will be lessemed and the child 
loose all he has gained. 

A little over a year ago, the 
Porterville unit was established. 
The beginnings were small. Seven 
children were referred for therapy. 
Today, eighteen are enrolled and 
showing marked progress. Some 
are cerebral palsey, some post 
polio, some poor posture, some 
with speech defects and other de- 
fects which are responsible for 
handicapping. 

Every child is referred by an 
examining physician and in turn 
is referred by Dr. McKeever of the 
Crippled Children’s Society. The 
child then receives therapy as 
recommended.

Gambling in home canning does 


‘not pay—and that’s putting it 


mildly. Any housewife who is gce- 
ing to trouble & time of canning 
should make sure that all equip- 
ment is in best condition and that 
she uses fresh food of good quality 
and follows the most up to date 
directions. 

Housewives sometimes are tempt- 
ed to save a penny here and there 
by using imperfect jars or lids. 
That is hazardous. Any jar with 
the slightest crack or chip should 
be discarded because these defects 
may prevent an airtight seal and 
thus lead to spoilage. The same 
is true of lids with dented or 
spread edges, or masonry-type caps 
with loose or cracked linings. 

The flat lids of two-piece metal 
closures cannot be re-used s0 
should be discarded when the jar 
of food is opened. Generally it is 
safest to buy these lids new each 
year, even if some unused are left 
from the year before.

covered to be levelled at 125 feet. 
Between 12:45 and. 3:45, 50 bar- 
rels of oil were bailed from the 
once abandoned hole without low- 
ering the oil level. Water,. that 
was the determining factor: in 
forcing abandoning of the well, 
four and one-half years ago has 
been successfully shut off. 

Tuesday, 100 barrels of oil were 
produced after a pump had been 
placed on the hole. It is likely 
that daily production will be held 
at from 50 to 60 barrels, although 
this figure will be determined by 
future capacity of the well. It is 
expected the premium oil will 
bring about $3 per barrel. 

Sold To Farmers 

_ The original 857-foot well was 
owned by E. B. Dunninger, of 
Pasadena; driller was W. A. 
Campbell. It was brought into pro- 
duction in 1932 and remained on 
production until about four and 
one-half years ago. 

After the old Terra Bella re- 
finery went out of existance, Mr. 
Dunninger sold oil direct from 
the lease to farmers of the dis-

Under terms of the present 
lease, 16 additional wells will be 
drilled on the property, the first 
within six months, the others at 
90-day intervals.
